wealthie Iuclry. Then came che King

dents, and other things appropriated vn- 
to their places.

ny leagues off,and cueniudgement;irfelfe 
could, nos bur and amazed to! ſee and 
heare the wonderfull-zeirers which pro- 
ceeded from plcalure.and teioycings., At- 
ter thele jafinire,vollics of ſhgr,was {ecnc 
many. othergriumphes; azboncficcs, fire- 
warkes, icalts, muſickes of all Finds, and 
all ſounds,dancings,maskings, & aſkma- 
ner of,xcuells, that Frange, ſeemed to, in- 
rend -patbing buthe proſem| xauiſhi og 
ioy, & well; & gruly.may.it be aid of her

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that then now fhe was neuer ſeenc more 
pleaſant,neuer moreabundantly clothed 
with contentments and comforts. 
But here leaſt'l might berhought co 
allop too{wiftly ouer the gloric of this 
Fioh ſtareand magnificence,and like the 
dogs vpon the riuer Nilus to catch here 
and there a lap running , I will borrow 
leaucalittle ro ſpeake of the powerfull 
ſtate and magnificence of this hardly pa- 
rallcld feaſt and ſumptuous triumph.

and valew, the King of France fat in the 
middcſt of the table, and was ferued by 
the grand Prior of France, who that day 
repreſented the perſon of the great _

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ſterof France, before bim marchedaighe 
drums, foure fifes, and {ixtcene trumpers, | 
beſides a world of clarions, hoboyes,cor- 
ncts,and other loud inſtruments, bis per-. 
ſon was accompanied with Monfieur Be- 
aumont,Lord grand Steward of the kings 
houſe and cwo and thirtie other inferior 
Stewards of his Maicſtics houfhold: with 
white ſtaucs in their hands;and other cn- 
{igncs of their ſeuerall places.
